The clip of woul amounted to'3,530,000Ib., near- 
ly two-thirds consisting of middling to fine cloth- 
ing and, combing wools. The vineyards are be- 
coming ® source of great wealth. Considerably 
more than 1,000,000 gallons of wine were manu- 
factured in 1862, but the great bulk is made 

‘ without sufficient care, and is consequently in- 
ferior. ‘The exports other than gold and specie 
amounted in 1862 to £1,965,000. The consul 
states that there are about’ 15,000 British snb- 
jects inj California, and a like number of French. 

he assesged value of real and personal estate 
(not including mines, which are not taxed), was 
£32,073,800.in 1862. The receipts of gold-dust 
at San Francisco from the interior amounted to 
£8,507,960 in 1862.” Tne New York Tribune 
says in & recent article :—‘‘ California was never 
opening: néw mines as fast as now. The sands 
of her rivers may be nearly exhausted ; the drift 
of her plains and valleys is probably far less pro- 
ductive than sit was ten or twelve years-ago, but 
her moudtains and rocks are just beginning to 
yield théir, precious ore. We hear by every 
mail of new discoveries in the south and in’ the 
north ;- gold is found in quarters hitherto unsus- 
pected of gontaining it ; new lodes of silver, cop- 
per, and other valued materials are aunounced 
0 rapid succession ; the famous Monte Diablo:

Two—Furnival’s Inn and Thavies Inn—-are con- 
nected with Lincoln’s ; four—Clifford’s Inn, 
Clement’s Jon, New Inn and Lyon’s Inn—are 
attached; tb the temple ; and two—Staples Inn 
and Bernard’s Inn—form part of Gray’s Inn, 
Of the four Inns of Court themselves, the signi- 
ficance hag long been lost, residence being the
